In this emergency, General Hancock turned to his 
trusted a ee aoog and, pointing to the danger, 
gave him directions to p as quickly as possible to 
the threatened point, and change the front of the 
position there, in order to make a counter attack on 
the enemy.

In doing this he had to defy the dangers from the 
shot and shell of the Confederate’s battery, as well as 
the risk of death from the one on his own side, which 
was then engaging it.

In the cense in which the question will be generally 
understood-—that is, after a trial before judge and jury 
in a court of justice—the question must be answered in 
the negative. An instance of the trial and conviction 
of a chief Minister of England for being concerned in 
the death of ao human being, is furnished by the 
case of the Earl of Somerset in the year 1616, but 
this was before the term Prime Minister was introduced. 
Somerset married the wife of Essex, but Sir Thomas 
Overbury, a friend of Essex, had endeavoured to prevent 
the marriage. The King was induced to send Overbury 
on a mission to Russia, but Overbury declined, and was 
committed to the Tower, where he died. There was 
some-evidence that he had been poisoned by Somerset's 
orders. The Earl and Countess were arrested, tried and 
convicted; but pardoned by the King. But if we 
accept the question in a more limited sense, the answer 
is afirmative ; for during the troubles in Ireland in the 
forties, consequent upon the potato famine, it was not 
uncommon for coroners’ juries to return a verdict of 
wilful murder against tue Prime Minister at inquests 
upon the bodies of people who had died of starvation.

Newcastle's incapacity had 
brought the prestige of the nation very low; the genius 
of Pitt changed the condition of affairs and restored 
our good name. The march of Xerxes to the projected 
conquest of Athens isa quantitative example; the force 
of the invader, excluding the fleet and attendants, is 
estimated at more than two millions, while that of the 
Greek commander who went to oppose him was 10,000. 
When France joined the American Republic in its war 
of independence against the mother country, the world 
beheld another illustration of the meeting of extremes. 
The conditions of the people and government of the two 
countr.es formed a striking contrast. On the one side 
freedom from oppression and corruption; on the other, 

rivilege was supreme and the lower classes beaten down 
tothe ground. In contemporary history we have an 
illustration in the Franco-Russian alliance—the union 
of “ Liberty, Equality and Fraternity ” with Despotism.

In England, before Cesar's invasion, the religion of 
the country was known as Druidism ; that, indeed, was 
the first ag slag of the Celtic aborigines of Sngene 
Then, with the Roman conquest, came what might be 
called Roman Pagenly which, in turn, was super- 
seded by the introduction of Christianity. The Roman 
Catholic faith remained the State religion with littie 
Pan’ till the year 1533, when H VIII. threw off the 
Papal supremacy and constituted hi head of the 
church, but did not make a material change in its ritual 
and dogmas. In 1547, on the accession of his son, 
Edward VI., a com ise was made between 
the old faith and reformed views; but in 
1552 a pronounced form of Protestantism became 
the law of the land. Queen Mary restored the 
mass in 1553, _ retaini the headship of the 
church, but in the following she surrendered 
her supremacy. Soon after Elizabeth came to t 
throne, the Act of Uniformity and Supremacy (1559) 
established a modified Protestantism. Later on, 
the Episcopal Church was reconstituted as in the reign 
of Eliza! and this has remained the state religion 
to the present day.

Some Say Yes, anD Some Say No. 


Ir would be imprudent for a man to assert that lady 
clerks are not wo: having; the reasons are obvious. 
It would, on the other hand, be exceedingly difficult for 
a man to say that they are worth having, for reasons 
that are equally apparent. 

There are many en who hold very strong views
